Last 
fall or summer when the organization 
was having their meetings in Ityeus 
burg I offered to join and was re- 
fused by the ohairmau to accept luy 
tobacco in the organization, and 
never in my life received auy warn- 
ing letters not to buy tobacco and if 
1 had I certainly would not have 
bought any, as I have always been a 
farmer and not until fifteen years 
ago done anything else. I was 
forced to oommenoo prising my crops 
and have got good results for I 
learned different grades and how to 
put it up to demand best results. 
I always adviae farmers to prise their 
own tobacco, but just a few had 
nerve to do tt. 

A word for my wife, ahe says there 
was someone in the crowd that said 
they would not hurt the sick boy, 
but when they saw their “beast of 
prey” appear you never heard such 
a yell of rejoicing.

Jnekson, Ky., Feb. 7. — Former 
I Judge James Hargis was ahot and 
nimoat inauntly killed by hia son, 

I Beneh Hargis, a few, miotatee before 
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

The tragedy oeenrred in Judge 
Hargis’ store and no one saw the 
beginning of the straggle. Beach 
Hargib had been drinking bard for 
several days, and this afternoon 
walked into bis father's store. 
What occurred there no one seems to 
know. James Brophy, one of the 
clerks in the store, was waiting on 
a customer at tho time. The build- 
ing is a large double affair, three 
stories high. Brophy was the only 
clerk in the room where the shooting 
occurred. .Mrs. G. K. .\llen aud 
.Miss Coffee, Hargis’ bookkeepers, 
were in the rear, but ran out aud 
were loo excited to give any eohereut 
account ut the matter. 

•Judge Hargis aud 'his sou were 
uear the middle of the room when 
the shooting began. Young Hargis 
tired three shuts in ra|>id succession, 
aud Judge Hargis staggered back 
crying, “Oh, mercy, you have killed 
me.” aud called for help. Beach 
then fired two more shots, ail taking 
effect io the abdomen and heart. 

Heputy .Marshall Govan 8inith and 
Grover Blanton immediately arrest- 
ed young Hargis and dragged him 
to jail. He fought like a maniac on 
his way to jail and had to be taken 
by sheer force. 

The shooting was done with a 38 
calibre Smith & Wesson revolver. 
There was much excitement in the 
town aud in a few moments after the 
killing hundreds of people were 
crowding around the Hargis build- 
ing. 

A few nights ago it is alleged 
that Beach Hargis went home intox- 
icated and Judge Hargis had to sub- 
due him by force and that high aud 
hitter words passed between them, 
it is supposed that this was in the 
mind of young Hargis when be mur- 
dered his parent. 

County Judge S. 8. Taulbee im- 
mediately issued orders to the jailer 
to admit no one to the jail aud after 
repeated attempts the newspaper 
oorretpondents abandoned their ef- 
forts to interview the prisoner. It 
wns learned, however, that the young 
man said he did not recollect killing 
hit father.

pose; third. It makes it unlawful for 
any person having the isissesslon of 
fohacco, the title of wlili'h Is vest.-d In 
another, to sell or ollnrwlse dls|sme 
of such iidiaceo without the consent 
of the person in whom the title Is vest 
ed. The latter elnuse Is to prevent 
anyone who has iKioled hIs lotiaceo 
from taking It out of Hie issil and sell 
Ing It to Uie ‘'trust. " 

About the first hill to jiass Hie Ben 
ate was the Bosworth hill, which an- 
Ihorizea, under certain conditions and 
restrictions, the use of the jnihllc high- 
ways, nmds and turnpikes hy persons, 
firms or corporations engaged In the 
manufacture, transmIsHlon and distri- 
bution of electricity for lighting, heat- 
ing and power purposes. The condl 
Hons and restrictions are that the flx- 
tures of the said companies shall not 
In any way Interfere with travel on 
public roads and the said transmission 
lines ahall be under the reasonable 
control of the allhorltlea having con- 
trol of the roada. Nothing In the act 
ahal be construed to prevent the prop- 
erty owners from obtaining damagea 
for such rights, and the act shall not 
apply to any incorporated town or 
city.
